ABLE PERSON WAS DR. BERNARD ROGOFF, THE BATTLE=SCARRED VETERAN WHOSE 
MILITARY SERVICES fO HIS COUNTRY LASTED OVER SIX YEARS, 


HE WAS BORN IN New Yorx Crry ow May 14, 1912 UNDER THE SIGN OF 
TauRUS, THE BuLL, AND, CHRISTENED BERNARD, WHICH MEANS "Boup Bear", A 
MOST FORMIDABLE PREPARATION FOR THINGS TO Come. EpucaTED aT PS 90 
(Queens) anD RECEIVING A BS at NYU, HE DECIDED TO STUDY MEDICINE BECAUSE 
OF HIS MOTHER'S WISHES.

Hrs FIRST LOVE WAS FOR THE PIANO AND PROFICIENT PLAYING ENABLED 
HIM TO FINANCE HIS EDUCATION BY PLAYING IN DANCE BANDS AND LATER, SPEAK=- 
EASIES WHERE HE SOON LEARNED THAT &A MARTINI WAS A COCKTAIL AND NOT AN 
ITALIAN COMPOSER. IN SUMMER VACATION TIMES HE PLAYED THE BORSCHT CIR- 
CUIT ALTERNATING AS A PIANIST AND BUS BOY. WHILE IN HIGH SCHOOL HE WAS 
SPORTS WRITER FOR THE N.Y. Worup, BRooxuyn EHaGuE AnD BrRooxtyw TIMmeEs,. 
AT ONE SOCCER GAME WHEN ONE PLAYER DID NOT SHOW UP AND THE GAME THREAT= 
ENED TO BE POSTPONED, HE PLAYED PHAT PLAYER'S POSITION IN ORDER TO GET 
HIS STORY. OTHER ERSTWHILE OCCUPATIONS WERE MAGAZINE SALESMAN, DELIVERY 
BOY AND CAMP COUNSELLOR. 


WHEN TIME CAME TO ENTER MEDICAL SCHOOL HE APPLIED, AND WAS ACCEPTED, 
AT THE UNIVERSITY oF GorrTrncEeN IN 1932. HIS FIRST EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACT 
WAS TO ACQUIRE A PIANO, WHICH NEAR CAUSED HIS UNDOING. HIS FREQUENT 
PRACTISING BECAME SO PROVOKING T0 THE TENANT BELOW HIM THAT HE WAS 
CHALLENGED TO A DUEL WITH SABRES. WHEN HE WAS HANDED THE CARD REQUESTING 
THE DUEL HE THOUGHT THE NEIGHBOR WAS JUST BEING FRIENDLY AND INTRODUCING 
HIMSELF. THE DUEL, HOWEVER, NEVER CAME OFF BECAUSE HE HAD AN AMERICAN 
FRIEND, AN INTERCOLLEGIATE FENCING CHAMPION, WHO OFFERED TO SUBSTITUTE 
FOR HIM, A CONDITION POLITELY DECLINED BY THE CHALLENGER. AFTER THIS 
EPISODE BOTH AMERICANS COMMANDED RESPECT, 


HE PLAYED IN A BAND COMPOSED OF TWO AMERICANS AND FIVE GERMANS AND 
THEIR ENCORES ALTERNATED BETWEEN "THE SIDEWALKS oF New York" anno "Acr? 
Dre Lrper Aucustrnwe”, HE SAID IT WAS AN EXPERIENCE TO HEAR HIS GERMAN 
COLLEAGUES sinc "DrnaH", 


AFTER ATTENDING ONLY SIX MONTHS AT THE GERMAN SCHOOL, HIS STUDIES 
WERE INTERRUPTED. AT THIS TIME HITLER CAME INTO POWER, AND OBJECTED TO 
ALL FOREIGNERS, AND HE WAS FORCED TO LEAVE. HE WITNESSED MANY INCIDENCES 
OF TERRORISM AND ANFI-SEMITIC RIOTS AND HIMSELF WAS ATTACKED BY A FRENZ= 
ITED MOB, HE fOOK A BICYCLE TRIP TO MUNICH WHERE HE WAS ADVISED BY THE 
AMERICAN CONSULATE TO LEAVE GERMANY. HIS NEXT STOP WAS GENEVA WHERE HE 
FINISHED HIS MEDICAL STUDIES IN THREE AND A HALF YEARS. THE LANGUAGE 
DIFFICULfY POSED A REAL PROBLEM; HERE HE WAS: PHINKING IN ENGLISH, AND 
SPEAKING FRENCH WITH A GERMAN ACCEN?P. AFTER GRADUATION IN 1956 HE RE- 
TURNED TO AMERICA TO INTERN AT BEtTH-MosES HoSPITAL IN BROOKLYN. 


NEEDING MONEY, HE TOOK A SIX MONTHS! LEAVE OF ABSENCE JOINING THE 
ArnMY RESERVE AND WAS SENT TO THE FaR WEST IN COMMAND OF A CIVILIAN 
CONSERVATION CAMP WITH THE RANK OF First LIEUTENANT. STATIONED AT 
Mantua, UTAH,NEAR THE UTAH-WYOMING BORDER, HE WAS THE ONLY DOCTOR WITHIN 
A RADIUS OF 100 MILES. ONE OF THE LAST UNEXPLORED AND UNMAPPED AREAS IN 
THE UNITED STATES THIS AREA ABOUNDS IN WILD LIFE. HERE IN THE UINTA 
MounTAINS (THE ONLY MOUNTAIN CHAIN IN THE HEMISPHERE THAT RUNS EAST AND 
West) THE YOUNG MEDICO LEARNED TO HUNT, FISH AND USE THE LARIAT. 
BESIDES HIS COMMAND OF 3800 MEN HE TREATED SHEEP HERDERS, RANCHERS AND 
FARMERS. THIS WAS ALSO A FAVORITE HIDE-OUT FOR FUGITIVES FROM THE LAW 
AND ONE OF HIS CONFINEMENT CASES WAS THE WIFE OF AN OUTLAW, WHO MOVED ON 
THE NEXT MORNING. HIS WORK CONSISTED OF GENERAL MEDICAL CASES, MINOR 
SURGERY AND OBSTETRICS. SEVERAL BABIES WERE NAMED AFTER HIM AND A COUPLE 
OF GIRLS WERE CHRISTENED "BERNARDETTE". OncE a Mormon BISHOP, WHO WAS 
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ALSO THE MILEMAN, HAD HIM EXTRACT HIS SON'S ACHING TOOTH BECAUSE HE HAD 
THE "BEST QUALIFICATIONS” AND, INCIDENTALLY, THE ONLY TOOTH FORCEPS IN 
THE CouNTY. AS A REWARD HE WAS PROMISED THE JOB OF FISHING AND HUNTING 
LICENSES COMMISSIONER. SOME OF HIS PATIENTS PAID HIM OFF IN EGGS, CHICK- 
ENS, BEADS AND COYOTE SKINS. HE THOUGHT SOME OF THE SKINS WERE SPOILED 
UNTIL HE LEARNED THEY WERE SKUNK. ONCE HE SWAM A MOUNTAIN STREAM ON 
HORSEBACK TO TREAT AN. OLD PROSPECTOR WITH Rocky MounTAaAIN FEVER. WHILE IN 
CAMP, HE ORGANIZED A BAND WHERE HE AGAIN BECAME THE PIANIST, AND SQUARE- 
DANCE CALLER. LATER IN THE YEAR WHEN THE WINTER SNOWS BECAME HEAVY HE 


WAS SHIFTED TO THE FABULOUS BRYCE CANYON WHERE HIS PATIENTS WERE MAIELY 
SHEEP HERDERS,. 


HE THEN RETURNED EAST TO COMPLETE HIS INTERNSHIP AND ALSO TO GEP 
MARRIED TO Mrra TSALERING, WHOM HE HAD MET IN PARIS WHILE STUDYING ABROAD. 
HaVING CREDIT FOR SIX MONTHS AS A RESERVE OFFICER HE THOUGHT If BEST fO 
COMPLETE HIS ARMY SERVICE AND WAS SENT TO PLATTSBURG IN JUNE 1940, WHERE 
HE WAS TO STAY TWO AND A HALF YEARS. PROMOTED TO RANK OF CAPTAIN, HE 
HELD THE POSITIONS OF CHIEF oF MepicaL SERVICE AND CUSTODIAN OF GOVERN=- 
MENT PROPERTY. THE Rocorr's FIRS® CHILD WAS BORN HERE IN fHIS HUGE 
HOSPITAL, WHICH AT THAT TIME, CONTAINED ONLY EIGHT PATIENTS, NINE NURSES 
AND ForRTY CORPSMEN. HE WAS ALSO MESS OFFICER AND ONCE A WEEK THE WHOLE 
DETACHMENT GOT CREAM PUFFS. 


FoR THE FIRST TIME HE HAD A REAL HOUSE, ONE WITH 7 LARGE ROOMS, AbL@= 
THOUGH THE FURNITURE CONSISTED OF ONLY A RADIO AND A BROILER. WHEN HE 
WENT OUT THE FIRST DAY TO BUY FOOD HE CAME BACK WITH A PIANO. ANOTHER 
TIME HE BROUGHT HOME SHEET MUSIC INSTEAD OF BED SHEETS. HE LEARNED TO 
SKI IN HIS SPARE TIME AND WORKED OUT A MOST COMPREHENSIVE ARMY MANUAL 
FOR THE EVACUATION OF TROOPS ON SKISe JUST WHEN HE SEEMED TO BE MOST 
ADEPT AP THIS PROCEDURE, THE ARMY SENT HIM TO SNOWLESS TRINIDAD WHERE HE 
ae VENEREAL DISEASES CONTROL OFFICER IN THE INFANTRY WITH RANK OF 

JOR. 


AFTER MANY DAYS OF BOREDOM CAME THE DECISION THAT CHANGED HIS ARMY 
LIFE. HE ANSWERED A CALL FOR VOLUNTEERS FoR "HazarpDous Dury BEHIND ENEMY 
Lrnes", AND WAS SOON ON A SHIP BouNnD FoR Way-Down UnpER. THIS WAS 4 
LUXURY LINER, THE LURLIWNE, AND HE HAD THE GOOD FORTUNE TO GET THE SAME 
CABIN ONCE ocCUPIED BY DororHy Lamour. HOWEVER, SOME OF FHE GLAMOROUS 
AURA WAS LOST SINCE HE SHARED THE COMPARTMENT WITH EIGHT OTHER MEN. 
BECAUSE OF THE SHIP'S SPEED THERE WERE NO CONVOYING WARSHIPS, AND AFTER 
sropprnc a€ New CALEDONIA, BRISBANE AND FREEMANTLE IT FINALLY ARRIVED IN 
BomspaY. HERE THE SOLDIERS SOON LEARNED THE VALUE OF INDIAN MONEY BY 
SITTING IN POKER GAMES, MavoR ROGOFF ALSO ENTERTAINED THE TROOPS By 
PLAYING ON A COLLAPSIBLE ORGAN OWNED BY THE ARMY CHAPLAIN, 


THE NEXT THREE MONTHS WERE SPENT IN INTENSIVE TRAINING IN PREPARA~ 
TION FOR JUNGLE FIGHTING. THEY WERE UNDER GENERAL WINGATE'S COMMAND AND 
LATER JOINED GENERAL FRANK MERRILL'S MARAUDERS. THEY THEN CROSSED THE 
ENTIRE CouUNTRY OF InDIA TO ASSAM TO THE LEDO RoaD. Most OF THEIR MOVE= 
MENTS WERE AT NIGHT AND THEY COVERED MILES BEFORE MEETING THE ENEMY.

TyryY ENGAGED THE JAPS IN A SORT OF HIT AND RUN JUNGLE FIGHTING WHERE 

THE ENEMY COULD BE HEARD AT ALL TIMES BUT SELDOM SEEN. HIS FIRST RE- 
ACTION WHEN FIRED UPON WAS TO FALL FLAT ON THE GROUND AND TAKE HIS PULSE 
BEAT (IT WAS ACCELERATED). HIS FIRST CONSPICUOUS ACF WAS SQUIRMING ALONG 
ON HIS BELLY IN THE DIRECT LINE OF FIRE OF A MACHINE GUN NEST AND RESCU= 
ING A DISEMBOWELED SOLDIER BY LASSOING HIS FOOT AND DRAGGING HIM TO AN 
EMERGENCY STATION (SHADES OF THE UTAH FRONTIER TRAINING!). 


THE FINAL CLIMAX, AND FOR WHICH HE RECEIVED THE CITATION, TOOK PLACE 
WHEN HIS COMMAND WAS COMPLETELY SURROUNDED BY ENEMY FORCES FOR 13 DAYS. 
UNDER UNBELIEVABLE CONDITIONS HE MADE ROUNDS EVERY DAY, ATTENDING HIS MEN 
IN THEIR SLIT TRENCHES, STARING DOWN ON THE MEN IN THEIR FOX HOLES HIS 
GAUNT UNSHAVEN FACE BESPOKE OF HOPE AND WAS THEIR ONE CHANCE OF SURVIVALe 
UNLIKE THE HUGE SHAGGY ALPINE DOG WITH A KEG OF BRANDY ABOUT ITS NECK, 
THIS WAS A GRIZZLED HALF-STARVED MEDIC CRAWLING THROUGH MATTED JUNGLE 
WITH LIFE-SUSTAINING PLASMA. A "Sarnt” BERNARD, NONETHELESS! ON THE 
SECOND DAY OF BATTLE THE VITAL WATER HOLE WAS LOST, CREATING AN ACUTE 
SHORTAGE FOR THIRSTY MEN AND THE IMPORTANT SOAKING NECESSARY FOR APPLYING 
PLASTER SPLINTS, THE AIR FORCE SOARING OVERHEAD DROPPED DOWN TANKS OF

HELMET, SUFFERING FROM DYSENTERY AND MALNUTITION, THIS "MIGHTY MITE” 
SUCCESSFULLY EVACUATED MOST OF HIS CHARGES TO SAFETY USING ELEPHANTS, 
RAFTS, NATIVE CARRIERS, PIPER CUB PLANES AND PIGGY-BACK. HE THEN WENT 
TO A HOSPITAL HIMSELF FOR SIX WEEKS WHERE HE WAS FOUND TO BE SUFFERING 
FROM PNEUMONIA AND SCURVY. 


AFTER SPENDING SOME TIME IN CALCUTTA HE WAS SENT BACK HOME FO LAKE 
Puacrp. THEN AFTER A REST HE WENT IN SUCCESSION TO Fr, DEVENS, CAMP 
HOWZE AND FINALLY TO ASHBURN GENERAL HoSPITaL, TEXAS, WHERE HE SPENT A 
YEAR TREATING RHEUMATIC DISEASES, AND, BECAUSE OF HIS INTEREST IN THIS 
SPECIALTY HE CAME TO SpecraL Surcery rn 1946. ABour THIS TIME HE WAS 
ELEVATED TO THE RANK OF Lt, CoLoneL. HE SAYS HIS JUNGLE FRAINING BE- 
CAME MOST USEFUL IN LEARNING THE MANY UNDERGROUND PASSAGES BETWEEN OUR 
HOSPITAL AND New YorxK HOSPITAL, 


FoR THE PAST EIGHT YEARS HE HAS BEEN PERSONNEL PHYSICIAN fo our 500 
EMPLOYEES, AND ALSO HAS BEEN WORKING ON EVACUATION PLANS IN CASE SOME 
FEARSOME EMERGENCY SHOULD EVER ARISE. HE IS A MEMBER OF THE NEw YoRK 
County MeprcaL SOCIETY, THE AMERICAN RHEUMATISM ASSOCIATION AND AT 
PRESENT IS VrcE-PRESIDENT OF THE New Yorx RyEumMaTIsSmM ASSOCIATION. HE 
LIVES WITH HIS FAMILY IN Forest Hrutus. THE WOMEN IN HIS LIFE, WIFE 
MIFA AND DAUGHTERS ILANA AND TAMAR, ARE AS EXOTIC AS THEIR NAMES. THEY, 
TOO ARE MUSICIANS AND PRACTICE THE PIANO WHEN IT IS NOT MONOPOLIZED BY 
THE HEAD OF THE FAMILY. HIS HOBBIES INCLUDE SPORTS. CAMPING AND CASEIN 
PAINTING AND HIS FIRST STILL-LIFE grrorn? WAS (YOU GUESSED IT) A GRAND
